Representing the provincial gov- 
ernment were; Mr. R. Putnam, 
deputy minister of agriculture; Mr. 
S. Graham, department of exten- 
sion; Mr. Howard Fulcher, district 
agriculturist; Miss Helen Howard, 
home economist. Mayor H. Lynch- 
Staunton spoke for the town and 
Mr. Tom Morris acted as master 
of ceremonies. 

Mr. Putnam paid high tribute to 
the outstanding achievment of the 
McCulloch family in being scored 
among the winners (there were 
three master farm awards given in 
1958). 

The winning of a master farm 
award carries with it a beautifully 
engraved bronze plaque, plus a 
cheque for $1000. 

Mr. Putnam presented the plaque 
to Jim and the cheque to Mrs. 
McCulloch, although he did point 
out the cheque was made out to 
Mr. McCulloch. 

It was interesting to note that 
there were three generations pres- 
ent from one side of the family, 
and four from the other side.

Guest Editorial 


FREIGHT INCREASES 
CRITICIZED 

G. L. Harrold, chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, said he mas shocked 
at the size of the increase in rail- 
way freight rates granted this week 
by the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners. Because of ite enorm- 
ity, he has suggested that the fed- 
eral government intervene until a 
closer look is taken at the entire 
freight rate structure. 

Freight rate increases, he said fall 
heavily on farm people who are in 
no position to absorb higher oper- 
ating costs. Farm income has not 
kept pace with the rising Canadian 
economy and further freight costs 
could only aggravate the situation. 

He drew attention to calculations 
of the Canadian Federation of Ag- 
riculture showing that farmer’s who 
make up 12.7 per cent of the nat- 
ion’s working force and receive on- 
ly 8 per cent of the net income, 
would have to bear 36 per cent of 
the cost of the increase. It is es- 
timated that the increase will cost 
$57,000,000, making the farmers’ 
share $20,000,000. This is far too 
much, he said. 


| Mr. Harrold declared that the 
‘freight rate structure is already far 


lout of balance with the West pay- 


ing much more than its share of 
any increase, This is borne out by 
the fact that neither Ontario or 
Quebec bother to appear when the 
Board of Transport Commissioners 
meets to consider applications for 
increases. 

Mr. Harrold expressed concern 
over the fact that the Board of 
Transport Commissioners, in grant- 
ing the increase to meet wage de- 
mands, was in effect passing jude- 
ment on the wage dispute. It was 
never intended that the board of 
Transport Commissioners should 
undertake such a function. In doing 
so it has set a dangerous precedent, 
declared Mr. Harrold. 

Mr. Harrold rapped Commissioner 
Howard Chase for his statement on 
the Crow's Nest Pass Agreement. 

The Wheat Pool head said that 
low freight rates on grain moving 
into export are essentia) to prairie 
farmers and added that the CPR. 
has never proven that it is losing 
money on the export grain it hauls. 
Furthermore, the railway gained 
substantial benefits as a result of 
signing the Crow's Nest Pass Agree- 
ment which cannot be disregarded. 
The assets of land and mineral re- 
sources acquired have greatly in- 
creased in value over the years. The 
Alberta Wheat Pool emphatically 
reaffirms its stand in support of 
rates established under the agree- 
ment and will work ceaselessly to 
assure its continuance.

Notes From D.A. 


District Agriculturist 
By HOWARD FULCHER 


Farm manure is one of the most 
valuable products we have. Much 
money will be spent for commer- 
cial fertilizer every year, yet waste 
of manure is to be allowed to go 
on. Manure, a by-product of our 
livestock industry, when applied to 
the land, will return its value in 
better crop yields due to the in- 
creased fertility of the soil. 

Manure is a perishable product, 
50 per cent of the value can be lost 
in three months by improper hand- 
ling. Losses occur by urine run-off 
by leaching and by fermentation; 
prevention of these is important. 

Urine content of manure, pound 
for pound, has more fertilizing 
value than the feces; loss of this 
can best be prevented by ample 
bedding and tight gutters. Leach- 
ing losses are greatest when man- 
ure piles are open and exposed to 
soaking by rains, piles under eaves 
‘lose high amounts of valuable 
plant food due to leaching. Fer- 
mentation causes nitrogen to go 
off as a gas; this occurs most rap- 
idly in dry loose piles. 

To prevent fertility loss in man- 
ure, the use of plenty of bedding 
and hauling directly from barns to 
fields is the best method. When 
this cannot be done due to labor, 
field condition or weed seeds, build 
compact high perpendicular sided 
piles, have these piles kept moist; 
this will reduce losses to about 15 
per cent, 

Loose housing and deep litter 
programs tend to lessen manure 
losses because of no outside storage 
or urine run-off, 

Manure is valuable, but the re- 
turns from it, either green or 
rotted, will be realized only when 
it is spread on the land.

TRIM THOSE TREES: From this 
time on during the next few months 
is the ideal time to trim your trees 
if they require it. Especially the 
new plantings of poplar should re- 
ceive attention. These little trees 
always branch out into several 
trunks and if left to mature like 
that will grow up to be a bush 
rather than a cymetrical tree. 

Select the best limb or central 
shoot as the trunk, and trim all the 
other shoots or branches off right 
down to the ground. The central 
trunk will then take over the func- 
tions of the main stem of the tree 
and stretch up surprisingly fast in 
the next year, and in the years 
ahead. 

If you are interested only in 
growing a windbreak and want the 
trees to branch out right to the 
ground, then leave them without 
pruning and you will accomplish 
this end. Winter time is the best 
time to do necessary pruning on 
any trees because at this time of | 
year there is no sap moving in the 
trunk and branches. 

A little extra attention given to 
your shelter belt or hedge at this 
time of year, when time is not at a 
premium, will result in a better 
looking, more beautiful windbreak.

Hello Friends: 

How many shopping days until 
Christmas? It’s a constant remind- 
er that the busy season is almsot 
here. Fruit cake is one feature of 
the celebration of the Christmas 
season that can be prepared well 
ahead of time and is better for it. 
For full rich flavor fruit cake must 
have time to ripen. Here is the 
light fruit cake recipe I promised 
last week. 

Light Fruit Cake 
(Crushed Pineapple) 

1 cup butter 

2 cups sugar 

6 eggs 

2% cups all-purpose flour 

1 tsp. salt 

4 tsp. baking powder 

1% cups crushed pineapple 

(not drained) 

1 lb. sfredded coconut 

‘4 lb. chopped citron peel 

1) Ib. blanched almonds 

4% lb. halved candied cherries 

1 tsp. vanilla 

1 tsp. almond extract 

1% cup brandy o nfruit juice 

2 los. sultana raisins 

Cream butter and sugar well. 
Add eggs one at a time beating af- 
ter each addition. Sift 1% cups of 
the flour with baking powder and 
salt. Combine fruits and nuts and 
mix well with remaining flour. 
Beat in sifted flour alternately with 
crushed pineapple to butter mix- 
ture. Combine well. Bake in two 
deep pans 8x8" lined with a double 
thickness of oiled brown paper, at 
275 deg. F. for three hours. Makes 
eight pounds. 


For That Professional Look 

Allow baked cakes to stand in 
pans until almost cold. Remove 
cake from pans and let stand on 
cake cooler until following day; 
keep cakes covered with a clean 
towel. Wrap cold cakes in at least 
two thicknesses of waxed paper; 
store in tin box or other tightly 
covered container. Or wrap cakes 
in a cloth moistened with wine or 
brandy, or pour about % cup of 
wine or brandy over cake. Then 
wrap cake in waxed paper and 
place in a tight container; moisten 
j the cloth or pour the liquor over 
} the cake two or three times during 


| aging period. 


First Class Body Work {. 


To decorate ripened cakes, ar- 
range nuts and candied fruits in 
| the design desired. Cover cake and 
| decorations with glaze. Allow glaze 
to dry a few hours before packing 
or serving cakes, Fruit cakes should 
be ripened several weeks before 
glazing or serving. 

Clear Glaze 

For Light or Dark Fruit Cakes 

Mix 1 cup granulated sugar, ‘2 
cup water, and 1/3 cup light corn 
syrup in a saucepan, and heat 
slowly until sugar is dissolved, Boil 
until] a small amount dropped in 
cold water forms a. slightly, firm 
‘ball, or until 242 deg. F. Brush 
glaze over cake and decorate. 

Almond Paste 
1 lb. shelled almonds 

4 egg yolks 
| %% tsp. bitter almond flavoring 
1 tsp. rose water 

1 lb. icing sugar 

Blanch almonds and put through|G 
la meat chopper, using the mut 
| erinder; work to a paste. Add un- 
‘beaten yolks of eggs, flavoring, and 
gradually the sugar. The mixture 
should be as stiff as a dough; more 
| sugar may be required. Dredge a 
| pastry board with icing sugar, toss 
jmixture on it and roll or pat out 
| to desired thickness; cut in shape. 
Moisten cake with cold water or 
egg white, press icing upon it and 
let stand 24 hours before covering 
with other icing.
